Open season on grunion star 
tonight. 

-That means that the Sonthei 
California public can aga 
gather on moonlit beaches who 
the tide is high to catch thos 
strange specimens of marin 
life as they squirm and flop o 
the sand between waves. 

In announcing the resumptio 
of the open season, Spence D 
Turner, county forester, fire an 
game warden, explained that th 
closed season during April, Ma 
and June is designed to protec 
the silvery smeltz during th 
height of their spawning seaso 
in order to prevent their extin 
tlon. Persons who violated th

fines in recent months, he said. 
"Grunion are the only marin 

fish which come ashore to la; 
their eggs," he explained. "Thi 
shows some wise planning o 
nature's part, for the number o 
eggs which they lay Is ver 
limited in comparison with th 
vast numbers laid by other fish 
and consequently they mus
take extra precautions to pro 
tect them from their enemies.

Offers No Prediction
"The canny instinct which i 

responsible for these precaution 
>rings them ashore on the firs 
few evenings after high tide 
and not at the peak of the tide 
This reduces the likelihood o 
succeeding waves eroding th 
jpper reaches of sand and was! 
Jng the eggs back into th 
water before the two-week 
latching period is over. 

"High tides come at the fu 
of the moon and the dark of th 
moon, but the grunion usuall 
nake their runs while the moo 
s bright. This shows more wis 
banning oh nature's part, fo 
.he tide at the dark of the moo 

is highest, and, coming sevcra 
weeks after the runs, can erod 
the sand enough to 'free th 
eggs and wash them back t 
sea." 

Turner refused to make any 
>redictions when or where th 
Ish could be seen, but pointed 

out that July 23 is the dat 
of the next moonlit high tide 
Grunion run on the second 
third and fourth nights there­ 
after, which, on this occasion, 
will be 9:19 p. m.; 9:56 p. m. 
and 10:38 p. m., respectively. 
The runs usually last for about 
an hour, beginning with the 
urn of the tide.
